The complaint was assigned to the Deputy Counsel Gregg Tweed of the Office of the Disciplinary 
Counsel (ODC) and investigation was subsequently done according to correspondence I received dated 
June 2, 2008 signed by Deputy Tweed. The letter from Mr. Tweed informed me I had 30 days to file a 
written appeal or to dismiss.

After receipt of the determination by the Office of the Disciplinary Counsel, I made written 
request for a written copy of the lawyers' response as is allowable according to the Review and 
Investigation procedure of the ODC as is included in the Upholding Standards of Professional Conduct 
brochure. 



I never received a copy of the lawyers' response, and by not receiving the copy of the response I 
had no idea what allegations or response I needed to address in my written appeal. Thus, non-receipt of 
the communication request hindered my due process as is set forth under Supreme Court Rule XIX in 
this complex matter as there had been no exchange of correspondence nor had there been any 
interview of the parties or other witnesses directly to obtain further supporting documents to my 
knowledge. 



As the plaintiff, I respectfully request that this court order The Louisiana Disciplinary Board and 
the Office of the Disciplinary Counsel release to me copies of the Defendants' responses received in the 
Review and Investigation of the matter of ODC Files 0023584 & 0023583.
